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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 -5, drawn to a therapeutic composition comprising a cobalamin drug conjugate 
and a cytokine, classified in class 424, subclass 85.6. 

II. Claims 6-10, drawn to a method of enhancing the uptake of a cobalamin drug conjugate, 
classified in class 514, subclass 52. 

III. Claims 1 1-20, drawn to a method of increasing TCII-R activity, classified in class 514, 
subclass 2. 

2. Inventions I and II/III are related as product and process of use. The inventions can be shown to 
be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process for using the product as claimed 
can be practiced with another materially different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a 
materially different process of using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the 
therapeutic composition of Group I (cobalamin, also known as vitamin B12) can be used to treat anemia. 

3. Although there are no provisions under the section for "Relationship of Inventions" in M.P.E.P. § 
806.05 for inventive groups that are directed to different methods, restriction is deemed to be proper 
because these methods appear to constitute patentably distinct inventions for the following reasons: 
Groups II and III are directed to methods that are distinct both physically and functionally, and are not 
required one for the other. Invention II requires enhanced uptake of a cobalamin drug conjugate, which is 
not required by any of the other groups. Invention III requires prophylactic administration, which is not 
required by any of the other groups. Therefore, a search and examination of all of the methods in one 
patent application would result in an undue burden, since the searches for the methods are not co- 
extensive, the classification is different, and the subject matter is divergent. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
